adventure at 6:27 a. m. P. S. T. 
(8:27 a. m. C. S. T.) after covering 
nearly 6.700 miles in slightly more 
than 62 hours in the air. 


The three—rPilot Mikhail Grom- 


off, Co-Pilot Andrei Yumosheff and 
Navigator Sergei Danilin — said 
they had flown as far down the 
Pacific coast as San Diego but were 
blocked by fog and retraced their 
course toward March field, an 
army base only 25 miles from this 
mountain community. 


The mountain range between San 


Diego and March field was con- 
., fusing to them, and they did not 
!f 
know just where they were when 
the gasoline tank sprang a leak. 


The big ant type red monoplane, 


powered by a single huge motor, 
was brought down safely when the 
pasture was sighted. 


Seek Food and Rest 


The fliers were unable to speak 


English but through written notes 
prepared in 'advance in Moscow 
and signs they made known their 
first wants—a bath, food and sleep. 


They managed by signs to indi- 


cate that they did not have detailed 
maps of the location of March field. 
A guard of local officers was or- 
ganized about the plane to pre- 
serve intact particularly the sealed 
barograph necessary to establish 
their record officially.

Misbehaving streams cause an

Sometimes they cut new channels 


across fields and pastures, or they 
undercut the banks and eat back 
into valuable farmland or overtop 
the banks and leave heavy deposits 
of sand on unharvested crops. 


At sharp bends streams are par- 


ticularly likely to kick over the 
traces. At the outside of the bend 
where the thrust of the flowing wa- 
ter is greatest they usually gnaw 
away at the bank. On the inside 
they often deposit soil matter wash- 
ed down from farther upstream. In 
this way, a gravel bar is sometimes 
built up on the inside of the bend" 
which tends to "shove" the stream 
farther toward the outside bank 
and increase the cutting on that 
side.

CIO Activities 


Organization of Govern- 
ment Employes Will Swell 
Coffers, Lawrence Sayg 


BY DAVID LAWBENCE 


Washington — Citizens generally 


may be asking nowadays why John 
Lewis and the CIO want to obtain 
control of the 2.000,000 employes of 
the federal, state and city govern- 


ments through- 
out the country. 


President Roo-

picket. Then why should these em- 
ployes pay $2,000,000 a month dues 
and why should they be organized 
by the CIO? 


The reason is political. The CIO is 


in one sense a labor organization, 
but it is also a political instrumen- 
tality, operating with the same ob- 
jectives as the Republican or Dem- 
ocratic parties. The CIO party, of 
course, was active in the last cam- 
paign in several states and did yeo- 
man service for the Roosevelt cause 
entirely apart from the making of 
a contribution of $500,000 to the 
new deal campaign. 


In this connection, the CIO has 


apparently violated the federal cor- 
rupt practices act. Since this law 
forbids contributions by corpora- 
tions and since the CIO is not in- 
corporated, it has been assumed 
generally that the Lewis organiza- 
tion was immune from the provi- 
sions of the statute. It so happens, 
however, that there are other sec- 
tions of the federal corrupt prac- 
tices act which the CIO has ignor- 
ed. One section provides: 


"The term 'political committee1 


includes any committee, association 
or organization which accepts con- 
tributions or makes expenditures 
for the purpose of influencing or at- 
tempting to influence the election 
of candidates or presidential and 
vice presidential electors (1) in two 
or more states, or (2) whether or 
not in more than one state if such 
committee, association, or organiza- 
tion (other than a duly organized 
state or local committee of a politi- 
cal party) is a branch or subsidi- 
ary of a national committee, associ- 
ation, or organization." 


Must File Statement 


If the CIO is a "political commit- 


tee" as the terms is used in the 
law. it should have filed with the 
clerk of the house of representa- 
tives a .statement of receipts and 
expenditures each year, even when 


x there is no election. Therelis a pen- 
alty for failing to do this amounting 
to a fine of $1.000 or one year in 
jail or both. All local union officers 
would seem to be liable if they are 
proved guilty of failing to make an 
accounting. 


The CIO, on the other hand, may 


deny it is a "political committee" in 
the sense' in which the term is used 
in the law. If that be the case, then 
there is a different provision of the 
act which the CIO has flouted. It 
provides: - 


"Every person (other than a po- 


litical committee, who makes an 
expenditure in one or more items, 
other than by contribution to a 
political committee, aggregating $50 
or more within a calendar year for 
the purpose of influencing in two or 
more states the election of candi- 
dates, shall file with the clerk an 
itemized detailed statement of such 
expenditures in the same manner as 
required of the treasurer of a po- 
litical' committee." 


In other words, the CIO cannot 


have its cake and eat it, too. If it 
contends it is not a political com- 
mittee, then the CIO has failed to 
make an accounting in the house of 
representatives 
of 
expenditures 


for political purposes made in ex- 
cess of S50 and which were not re- 
ported through the regular political 
channels. The CIO has openly 
boasted through its leadership that 
it was actively engaged in the last 
campaign. While it raised a war 
chest and gave money and also

loaned big sums to the president's 
campaign committee, the CIO did a 
good bit of organizing work among 
its own members in getting them to 
register and in telling them how to 
vote at the polls. All sums expend- 
ed for this purpose in excess of 
$50 have to be recorded officially 
or else a fine can be imposed and a 
prison sentence as well against any 
officer of an association or person 
responsible for the finances both 
locally and nationally. 


There is no record of any com- 


plete list of receipts and expenses 
filed with the clerk of the house by 
the CIO. It has been rumored, for 
example, that the CIO received con- 
tributions in some instances from 
certain employers who were siding 
with the CIO was a means of bring- 
ing about increased wages in their 
competitors' plants. - 


Altogether a compilation of what 


was received and spent would 
doubtless prove interesting and in 
fact the purpose of the law was to 
enable the public to see what finan- 


cial influences were behind the va- 
rious so-called non partisan groups 
who have sought in various ways to 
influence federal elections. 


Prepare Bigger Chests 


The CIO is preparing even bigger 


campaign chests for 1938 and 1940. 
One easy source of funds will be 
the money to be derived from or- 
ganizing 2.000,000 employes of the 
federal, state and city governments 
at $1 a month dues. In return for 
this, the employes cannot expect 
the CIO to arrange a strike or do 
any collective bargaining or pick- 
eting for that is all taboo. What i-ie 
CIO itself can do, of course, if to 
picket members of congress and ex- 
ert political pressure on behalf of 
government employes and for this 
the government workers are asked 
!o put up a maximum of about $10,- 
500.000 a year. Naturally not all of 
:he government employes will join, 
jut if only 20 per cent of them do, 
it still means $400,000 a month or 
about $4.800.000 a year, which is 
more than most political parties' 


have been able to collect in yean 
past. 


The spectacle of a labor organiz- 


ation moving into the ranks of 
government workers 
has 
made 


many folks in the executive posi- 
tion* in the government rather un- 
easy. They will not be able to tell 
whether the employes feel Uncle 
Sam or John Lewis is the boss 
hereafter. For when divided alle- 
giance is demanded, there is al- 
ways uncertainty. 


The only possible advantage to 


the government workers is that the 
CIO will set up a lobby for them 
on Capitol hill, presumably to help 
increase pay and improve working 
conditions. But it is a travesty on 
common sense 
that the 
federal 


workers cannot remain faithful to 
their own organization which they 
have had for years and which, after 
a -short experience with an outside 
union, decided to maintain an inde- 
pendent status. Such an association 
can pay for any lobby and carry 
on every activity that John Lewis 
promises and do the job for an in- 
finitesimal cost compared to the 
tax which the CIO imposes for 
dues. Likewise there are embarrass- 
ments for the loyal employes who, 
upon being asked to furnish certain 
information to his union, .must at 
the same time maintain his allegi- 
ance to his employer—his govern- 
ment 


The CIO party is definitely a po- 


litical movement today and the 
sooner the president and the attor- 
ney general recognize this fact and 
require obedience to the federal 
corrupt practices law the sooner 
will the American people recover 
the respect they have lost for an 
administration which is vigilant to 
enforce the law against political 
enemies but slow to investigate vi- 
olations by its political allies.

Evidence has been produced showing 


that the wife of the President comes with- 
in the terms of the language he used be- 
fore congress criticizing tax evaders. Per- 
haps in no other way could the Presi- 
dent preserve the family peace and criti- 
cize his wife. 
If such be the fact the 


heart of the nation should go out to him. 


But Mrs. Roosevelt's conduct shows us, 


too, how many people are perfectly will- 
ing to soak the government as well as 
cheat a public utility or carrier. 


Mrs. Roosevelt, of course, reasoned 


that she was trimming the government 
for a good purpose. She decided the act 
of congress was ridiculous. So she em- 
ployed an evasion, a plain, palpable, un- 
mistakable evasion. 


Because the necessity of governmental 


income is paramount, the act of congress 
provides that a man may only give away 
15 per cent of his income and escape 
taxes to that extent. If a wealthy man 
had a $100,000 income he might, in other 
words, give $15,000 to charity and pay 
taxes on an income of $85,000, but even 
if he gave the whole $100,000 to charity 
he must still pay taxes on $85,000. 


Confronted with 
this situation Mrs. 


Roosevelt made a contract that she would 
be paid but one dollar out of a broadcasting 
consideration of $40,000, that Mr. Lasker 
should receive $6,000 commission on the 
contract, and that Nancy Cook, an inti- 
mate friend and business associate of Mrs.

The home of a Sauba ant colony 


may be 15 or 20 feet wide and three 
feet high. Above it are perhaps a 
dozen "craters" set close to one an- 
other. Leading down from the bot- 
toms of the "craters" are holes an 
inch wide or more. Ants keep going 
down, one after another, carrying 
cut leaves. 


"Since I wanted to see the in- 


side of the nest." v.-rote a Swiss sci- 
entist, "I asked an Indian who had 
a spade to make an opening In Uie 
central part. After he had put in 
his spade two or three times, some 
of the ants begun to rush toward us. 
The Indian threw down his spade 
and ran. 


"In a. few j>econdi, I was covered 


w-ith ants. They bit me and drew 
blood from my hands, face and legs. 
and I followed the Indian." 


The large ants among the leaf- 


cutters are about two-thirds of an 
inch long. One of their duties is to 
serve as guards of the "doorways" 
into the nest. Another group is of 
medium size, about one-third of an 
inch long. The smallest group is 
composed of tiny ants only one-six- 
teenth of an inch long, or about the 
size of a pin-head. 


The large and middle-sized ants 


swarm into trees of many 
kinds, 


and cut pieces from the leaves. The 
cutting is done with 
their "saw- 


edged" jaws. Usually it is perform- 
ed on cloudy days or at night. 


Hundreds and hundreds of ants, 


each carrying a piece of a leaf, 
march back to the nest. They fol- 
low trails, about half an inch wide. 
Sometimes a trail is more than 300 
feet long. Often there are stops 
along the way, because the roadway 
is blocked or because the ant grows 
tired. One ant took an hour and 
10 minutes to transport a leaf piece 
80 feet. 


The ants do not eat the leaves. 


The pieces are taken into the nest, 
and there they are chewed up. By 
chewing the bit of leaf, the ant pro- 
duces a pellet about the size of a 
grain of sand. Then the pellet is 
pressed against the walls of the un- 
derground chamber. Next comes the 
most amazing act of all. Queen ants 
place spores in the "soil" which has 
been made from 
the chewed-up 


leaves. The spores cause the growth 
of a fungus or mold which is re- 
ated to the mushroom. 


In little rooms under the ground, 


each about the size of a 
football, 


he ants plant and raise the fungus. 
The ants "eat it and greatly enjoy it 
:t is their most 
important 
food. 


Their custom of raising it explains 
the popular name, 
"mushroom- 


rowers."

New Low in June 


Expenditures Amount to 


$2,824 for 105 Cases, 


Report Shows 


City poor relief costs dropped to 


a new low last month when ex- 
penditures amounted to I2.S24.79 for 
105 cases, according to a report 
compiled by the relief accounting 
department for F. A. W. Hammond, 
city relief director. The month's 
cost was $1.029.85 less than that for 
the previous month when expen- 
ditures totaled $3,854.64 for 152 
cases. 


Director Hammond stated the re- 


lief load probably hit the low mark 
for the year in June. Payments to 
other counties for city charges not 
residing here amounted to $163.50, 
bringing the total cost to $2.988.38. 
County charges, for which the city 
is reimbursed, cost $507.62. A check 
for $3,492.28 was received from the 
county covering costs for the first 
three months.

Administration costs 
for June 


amounted to $780.53, almost $15 less 
than for the previous month. A 
drop of $61039 also was noted in 
cost of provisions which amounted 
to $1,205.49. 


Shelter allowance totalled $406.92. 


a drop of $300.16 from the preceding 
month. Fuel costs were only $17.28 
as compared to $88.88 for May. Cost

$10.06. 


Drugs for medical care cost $91.16, 


a drop of $65.08 from the previous 
month. Costs of other medical care 
were physicians $31. dental $26, hos- 
pitalization $164 and burials $5.

Ark. 


Robinson, for the last 15 years 


Democratic leader in the senate, 
has been one of the outstanding po- 
litical figures in Washington. 


After attending the University of 


Arkansas and the 
Virginia 
law 


school, Robinson began reading law 
in a small lawyer's office back in 
1892. 
Two years later, 
he 
was 


elected to the general assembly of 
his home state. 


Elected in 1902 


While serving in the legislature, 


Robinson continued to practice law, 
and has, off and on. since. But pub- 
lic office became his chief career 
when he was elected to congress 
in 1902. 


After serving in the house 10 


years. Robinson retired to become 
governor of Arkansas. He stayed in 
the governor's office only a few 
weeks, however, because a vacancy 
appeared in the senate and he was 
quickly chosen to fill it. 


Robinson was only serving his 


second term in the senate when he 
became the recognized leader of 
the opposition to ratification of the 
Washington arms treaty. This pro- 
jected him into position to be chos- 
en Democratic leader in 1922 when 
Oscar Underwood, of Alabama re- 
tired from that post. 


Steered Legislation 


When the Democrats gained con- 


trol of the senate along with the 
election of Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
rtobinson became majority leader. 
As such, he has been 
the New 


Deal's 
legislative chieftain, 
and 


steered through congress the mass 
of new laws initiated by President 
Hoosevelt's administration. 


Even before he became senate 


eader, Robinson had become recog- 
nized nationally in the Democratic 
party. He was chairman of the par- 
y convention in 1920 which select- 
ed Roosevelt as vice presidential 
candidate. 


Eight years later the Democratic 


convention chose him as vice pres- 
dential candidate to run on the tic- 
cet with Governor "Al" Smith, of 


w York. Because of that, he had 


been chosen as the official admin- 
stration spokesman for replies to 
Smith's attacks on the New Deal.
